FOREST PARK PLACED AT THE DISPOSAL 
OF THE WORLD’S FAIR COMMITTEE- 


A Donation Amounting to $1,500,000 Made 
‘to the World’s Fair Fund—Mayor Wal- 
bridge Approves an Ordinance Giving 
Forest Park as a World’s Fair Site— 
City Hall Notes. 


CTING MAYOR WAL- 
BRIDGE to-day sent 
strong reinforcements 
to the World's Fair 
Committee in charge 
ofthe St. Louis inter- 
ests at Washington. 
Shortly after arriving 
at the Mayor’s office 
this morning he put 
his approval upon the 
ordinance donating 
Forest Park for the 


Tne ordinance is brief, but it means much, 
as it represents probably a million and a half 
of dollars the other cities in the race will have 
to set aside as a site fund. 

The ordinance in full reads as follows: 


„An ordinance granting the use of Forest 
Park for the World’s Fair of eighteen hundred 
and ninety-two. Be it ordained by the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly ofthe city of St. Louis as 
follows: Sec. 1. In the event the Worid’s 
Fair of elghteen hundred and ninety-two is 
by act of Congress located in St. Louis, the 
free use of Forest Park, or any part thereof, is 
hereby granted asa location on which said 
fair shall be held, subject to such regulations 
as may be established by the Board of Public 
Improvements and approved by the Mayor 
On the subject. 

After signing the bill Mr. Walbridge called 
his stenographer and dictated the following 
telegram, which was immediately dispatched 
to Washington. 


MAYOR’S OFFICE, Sr. Louis, Jan. 22, 


To St. Louis World’s Fair Committee, Willard's 
Hotel, Washington, D. C. 


The city of St. Louis tenders the free use of 
Forest Park, containing over thirteen hundred 
acrea of ground adjacentto the heart of the 
city, for the World’s Fair of 1892: The ordi- 
nance to the above eifect has been approved.

Acting Mayor. 
. THIS TELEGRAM 
willform a very strong argumentto be used 
toward forwarding the interests of St. “Louis 
in Washingten. The immense amount of 
money saved by this move can all be put to 
the increasing of the general fund, and again 
the committees of the Senate and House can 
be assured that there is no real estate com- 
ae being made rich by any land specula- 
tions. 

As to the site as a site it cannot be equalied 
anywhere in the country. By 1892 it will be 
reached at the very least by haifa dozen 
rapid transit surface railroads, one or two 
steam railroads and one elevated road, to say 
nothing of the many magnificent drives lead- 
ing toit. The drainage, water supply, etc., 
are all being looked after now, and by the 
time the fair ＋ here everything will be in 
readiness for its reception.

A Boom in the Coroner’s Office. 


Business in the Coroner’s office, especially 
in the post-mortem department, is looking up. 


Last night in the Council it was found neces- 
sary to introduce a bill in blank to 
appropriate money to pay for post- 
mortem examinations made recently 
as the fund had been used up and the number 
of these examinations had increased to an 
unusual extent inthe last few months. The 
amount of the appropriation was left blank 
for the time being, as it was not known last 
night what the exact amount of money nec- 
essary to last until the next regular appropri- 
ation would be. 

The work in the Coroner’s office has run on 
somewhat different lines than has been usual, 
and for some reason or another the amount of 
cutting up of dead people found necessary 
has increased remarkably. Incidentally it 
may be remarked that every timea body 
is put through the process ‘called a post mor- 
tem the Coroner is paid about $15. 

A statement of expenses froin the Coroner’s 
office speaks for itself. For the twelve months 
from April, 1888, to April, 1889, the bill was:

A PECULIAR DISEASE. 


Charles Gillick, a New York Peddler, Sleep- 
ing Aims elf to Death. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Dtsr ron. 

New YORK, Jan. 22.—Chas. Gillick, aged 50 
years, a peddler who lives with his wife and 
family on Eighth avenue, is suffering from a 
peculiar disease which the doctors say will 
cause his death in afew days. The fact is, so 
say the physicians, that if he is left alone for 
a certain length of time he will sleep himseif 
todeath. Last Thursday night a policeman 


attachec to the West Forty-seventh street 
station found Gillick sitting on the curb- 
stone with his back against atelegraph pole 
at Forty-sixth street and Eighth avenue. 
Gillick was to all appearances in a 
drunken stupor, and did not budge when the 
officer shook him up and told him that he was 
liable to catch the grippe if he continued to 
sleep his drunk off there. The policeman 
worked himself into a perspiration rubbing 
Gillick’s ears and shaking him before be 
showed any signs of vitality. Then Gillick 
slowly opened bis eyes and asked what the 
trouble was about. The policeman lifted him 
to his feet and held him up against the tele- 
graph pole, when he rapped fer assistance. 
When another officer came up Gillick 
was sound asleep again, and right 
up against the pole. The officers agreed 
that it was the worst case of ‘‘sleeping 
drunk’’ that they had ever encountered, and 
after once more shaking up Gillick until he 
showed slight signs of life they started with 
him to the station house, where he was locked 
up. Gillick was sleeping soundly in his cell 
in the morning and was awakened only after 
heroic treatment, When arraigned at York- 
ville Police Court he acted stupidly and 
almost fell asieep while standing at the bar 
before Justice Ford. He was in too dazed a 
condition to give any account of himself, 
and be wus committed for examination. He 
fell off into a trance-like sleep as soon as he 
was placed ina cell in the Yorkville Prison, 
and when Keeper Wm.Grover tried to awaken 
him to give bim his rations Gillick did not re- 
spond. After two or three more unsuccessful 
attempts to rouse him Grover became alarmed 
and summoned an ambulance from Bellevue 
Hospital and had Gillick removed there. 
Gillick was again arraigned in court yesterday 
afternoon, having been returned to the police 
by the bospital authorities, who claim that 
they can do nothing forhim. Gillick was just 
as sleepy as ever, and the policeman who had 
him in charge presented a certificate 
from the doctors at the hospital, 
which said that Gillick was afflicted 
with a peculiar brain trouble, and wouid 
probably sleep himseif to death and they 
could do nothing for him. As his wife wanted 
him nome so that she could care for him her- 
self, the bospital authorities turned him over 
to the police. The unfortunate man’s wife 
was in court and hada coach outside to take 
her husband home in case the court decided 
to turn him over to her. She wept bitterly 
when asked about the matter and suid she was 
unable to account for her husband’s strange 
affliction. He was not a drinking man, she 
said, and always attended to his business. He 
never showed signs of such a disease before. 
The court discharged Gillick and his wife took 
him home. His case is said to be incurable, 
and tne only way to keep him alive is to 
keep waking him at certain intervals.

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DISCUSSED AT DINNER. 


“THE BEST CURRENCY, INCLUDING THE 
LEGAL TENDER QUESTION.” 


The Regular Meeting and Banquet of the 
Commonwealth Club of New York—John 
J. Knoxon the Best Money—The Oppo- 
site Views Expressed by George 8. Coe. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-DisTA TOR. 

New YorK, Jan. 22.—About two hundred 
substantial looking gentlemen filled the large 
dining hall of Morello’s on West Twenty- 
ninth street last evening and partook of an 
elaborate dinner. It was a regular meeting 
of the Commonwealth Club, and alter the 
banquetthe gentlemen lighted their cigars 
and listened to addresses on ‘‘The Best Cur- 
rency, Including the Legal Tender Question.“ 
Mr. Jobn J. Knox, President of the National 
Bank of the Republic and ex-Comptroller of 
the Currency, made the first speech on the 
topic of the evening. Among other things he 
said: 

The best money in the world is a piece of 
gold, whether stamped atthe mint in this 
country, or England, or Australia, or France, 
or Russia, or Japan. The day has gone by in 
this country when any system of banking 
which is a monopoly can be authorized, and 
we trust the day will never come when either 
Congress or the State will legalize what can be 
deseribed by no other phrase than high 
handed robbery. The experience of the people 
of this country hasshown that a fixed quantity 
of treasury notes—a promise to pay, secured 
by 30 per cent of gold reserve or its equiva- 


lent, with your property and my property and 


the resources of this great country 
pledged for their prompt redemption, 
supplemented by a bank note currency, first 
mada secure without question and issued by 
institutions in every portion of the country in 
volume; changing as much as possible at dif- 
ferent seasons of the year with periods of 
activity and inactivity in business—is the best 
currency, however defective it may be, for 
which we can hope inthis generation. Ifa 
similar system to that which we now have of 
Government currency and bank currency can 
be continued with a prospect of greater 
elasticity in the future, it is, perhaps, as per- 
fect a system as can be expected. We do not 
claim that this is the ideal currency, but we 
do insist thatitis better under the circum- 
stances that the currency of this country 


should consist of both bank and treasury 
notes rather than treasury notes alone.’’ 
MR. COB’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Geo. S. Coe, President of the American 
Exchange National Bank, spoke in opposition 
of Government interference in banking. He 
said that before the issuein Augus, 1861, of 
the $60,000,000 of demund notes, which Mr. 
Knox had praised highiy, the banks had come 
together and offered their services to the Gov- 
ernment. The organization of banks then 
formed included those of Boston, Philadei- 
phia and New York. Some of them dated 
back to the revolution. There was no Govern- 
ment system, Dut they were good enough. 
They furnisned the Government $150,000, 000 
when the 6 per cent bonds of the Government, 
issued by Howell Cobb, sold at 90. Money 
was supplied at the rate of $5,000,000 a 
week to buy clothing for soldiers 
and war supplies and every week that money 
got around zo be used again. The issue of 
demand no in August stopped all that. The 
banks were asked tu take these notes and the 
money went Into the sub treasury and stayed 
there. The banks could have continued as 
they were doing indefinitely. The more war 
the more circulation. But that Issue of notes 
resulted in suspending specie payments. By 
January all the gold had been paid out and 
none came in. The true basis of banking, 
Mr. Coe declared, was not the Goverument. 
It existed in human society. The one essen 
tial thing might be called a bill of exchange. 
It was not money. There is no money 
but colin. Nothing was money that the world 
did not so recognize. Paper was not money, 
however pictorial it might be. The ex- 
changes in New York awounted now to 
$7,000,000 every day. But the money used was 
only (or s per cent of it. What enabled the 
country to resume specie payments was not 
the act ofthe Government, but the growth 
and increase of 

INDUSTRY AND PRODUCTS. 

The Government had essentially no power 
to create money. Its function was to keep 
order and let business take care of Itself. 
There was no trvuuble about regulating bank- 
ing. The Government’s whole duty inthe 
matter was to register, restrain and verify. 
If there was no Government, the financial op- 
eraiions would goon. The sooner it took its 
hands off banking and let society do its own 
work the better. It the country must adhere 
mg wwe bag ew of baie es pe > management, Mr 
(nox’s idea was very ingenious, but h }

Mr. Coe was frequentiy applauded during 
his remarks, and when he conciuded Mr. 
Knox arose to say he indorsed all that bad 
been said. 

For twenty years,“ continued Mr. Knox, 
Mr, Coe has been the Gamaliel at whose 
feet I have sat to learn wisdom upon the cur- 
rency. But we mast take things as we find 
them. Ifthe whole world were like the Com- 
monweaith Club, made up of honest men, 
banking would need no Government reguila- 
tion. But the Government has issued this 
currency and proposes to issue more. This 
was why he had urged his pian.

FEDERAL BUILDING. 


Interest in the Circuit Judgeship—The Cold. 
est Day. 


The delayed appointment by President Har- 
rison of Circuit Judge from this (the eighth) 
circuit, to take the place made yacant by the 
promotion of Judge Brewerto be Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court, has not dimin- 
ished the interest felt in St. Louis eoncerning 
that appointment. 

Justice Brewer went upon the Supreme 
bench on January 6 and since that time there 
has been no one in the circuit to 
exercise the necessary supervision of 
the courts. Under ordinary circumstances 
the courts would be conducted as well by the 
District Judges without supervision, but 
emergencies are liable to occur which would 
necessitate the interference of a Wireuit 
Judge. A short time before Justice Brewer’s 
elevation Judge Caldwell, of the Eastern Dis- 
trict of Arkansas, telegraphed the OCircut 
Judge that, owing to the desperate iilneses of 
bis daugber, he could not hold court, and 
that ne had a grand-jury in session with 
a host of witnesses in attendance. Judge 
Brewer immediately directed Judge Shiras of 
the Northern District of lowa to go to Little 
Rock and relieve Judge Caldwell. Had there 
been no one to designate the relieving Judge, 
Judge Caldwell would have been forced to 
choose between these alternatives, remain 
away from the bedside of his daughter, or 
afscbarge the Grand-jury and witnesses at 
great cost to the Government. Other compli- 
cations similar in nature aré likely to arise at 
any moment. 

But so far as can be learned, President Har. 
rison will be 

IN NO HASTR 
toappointajudge. He has deelared himself 
in favor of promotion of judges and so it is 
thought that George H. Shields, Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior, has little chance of 
being appointed. On the promotion of Justice 
Brewer the names of Olivet P. Shiras, Judge 
ofthe Northern District of Iowa and Isaac 0. 
Parker, Judge of tie Western District of 
Arkansas, were most prominkentiy men- 
tioned for promotion to be the Circuit Judge. 
Recently the name of Judge Shiras 
has been little mentioned and Judge Parker 
has been said by the wise ones to be the com- 
ing man. 

The practical withdrawal of Judge Shiras’ 
name was due to the belief in the minds of his 
friends that during the present Congress the 
Eighth Judicial Circuit will be divided. It is 
territorially the largest in the country and the 
traveling expenses of the Gircult Judge are in 
consequence enormous. No inéeumbent of 
the office has ever been able to look 
after the circult satisfactorily to himself. 
It includes the States of Arkansas, Colorado, 
Iowa, innesota and the two Dakotas. The 
first circuit includes only Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts and Rhode Island. The 
second includes but Connecticut, Vermont and 
New York. There are in the third circuit 
only Delaware, New Jersey and Pennsylvania. 

THS SIXTH CIRCUIT 
includes only Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio and 
ichigan. he seventh circuit includes In- 
diana, Illinois and Wisconsin. 

There are twelve courts in the eighth cir- 
cuitand in all there isan abundance of busi- 
ness. It is r * divide the circuit so 
that Nebraska, Iowa, Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas will be in one cireult and Colorado, 
Kansas, Missouri, Arkansas and Indian Terri- 
tory shall be another circuit. When 
this division is made the name of 
Judge Shiras will be ut forward for 
promotion tothe charge of the northern halt 
of the present circuit.

WASHINGTON, D. O., Jan. 22.—When a 
report will be made to the House by the 
especial World's Fair Committee is the ques- 
tion which now bothers all who are inter- 
ested, excepting some of the Chicago sup- 
porters.

The Sub-Committee Can't Agree. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 22.—The sub-com- 
mittee of the special House committee on the 
World’s Fair was called together this morn- 
ing by Chairman Candler, and discussed 
the Springer proposition to select 
the site for the World’s Fair by 
ballot in the House to-morrow. The session 


did not last more than halfan hour, as it was 
evident that the sub-committee was hope- 
lessiy divided upon the proposition, and it 
will report to the full committee to-morrow 
that it has had the proposition under con- 
sideration and has come to no conclusion 
thereon. 


Irrigation of Arid Lands. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 22.—The Senate 
Select Committee on irrigation and reclama- 
tion of arid lands held an extended session 


last evening to hear Maj. Powell, the Director 
of the United States Geological Survey. Maj. 
Powell madealong statement, during which 
he explained, by the aid of maps,the drainage 
areas of the arid region, the artesian well dis- 
tricts and localities and at some length eluci- 
dated his views on local irrigation districts in 
connection with the drainage areas of the 
region. The Major read to the committee quite 
alengthy billdrafted by him which provides 
for atopographic and hyrographic survey of 
the arid region for the segregation of the same 
into irrigable, pastoral and timber lands, the 
two latter to remain the property of the 
United States for the use of the people of Irri- 
gation districts. The bill provides for Federal 
control over Interstate waters and the forma- 
tion of water districts under the control of 
the States and Territories.

WRECKED THE HOUSE. 


A Terrible Explosion of Natural Gas in 
Pittsburg, Pa. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 22.—An exviosion of 
natural gas this morning, about 9:30 o'clock, 
completely wrecked a three-story frame 
dweliing on Thirty-eighth, near Butler street, 
killing one person almost instantly, and 
seriously injuring eight others, two of whom 
may die. Their names are:

The explosion was caused by a leak in the 


cellar. About 9:80 Mrs. Ringer started down 
into the cellar with a lighted candle. Before 
she reached the foot of the stairs, the gas 
ignited and a terrible explosion followed 
which shook all the buildings in the vicinity. 
The house was lifted from its foundations and 
blown to pieces. At the time there were ten 
persons in the building and all but an infant 
were more or less injured. 
THE VICTIMS. 

John Slip was the first taken from the ruins. 
He was frightfully burned and mangled and 
was unconscious, Gving in a few minutes after 
his rescue. Mrs. Ringer was buried in 2 de- 
bris and was seriously burned. Mr.and Mrs. 
Melcher, the aged couple, were asleep on the 
third floor at the time and were buried in 
the ruins. The old lady’s injuries are serious. 
An infant belonging to Mrs. Slip was taken 
from the ruine uninjured. It was lying in its 
cradle and had not received a scratch. In- 
formation just received is to the effect that 
Mrs. Ringer’s children were more seriously 
injured than at first re 1 They are all in 
a critical condition and may not recover. The 
loss will be about $3,000.

Alarming Increase in Chicago’s Death 


Rate—An Aged Victim. 

CnHIcaGo, III., Jan. 22.—The Herald of this 
morning says: With the air filled with frost 
crystals and the stinging prairie wind drifting 
the thermometer down to zoro, the health offi- 


cers looked for a failing off in the daily num 


ber of deaths in the city, but when it came 
time to close their books at 4 o’clock last 
evening, there lay before them 130 death 
certificates, an increase of eleven over the 
great record of the previous day and two 
more than were recorded during the fateful day 
of last week when the weather was almost as 


frigid as that of yesterday. The mortuary 
record for the past twenty-four hours 
exceeds anything of the kind 

the winter history of the health 
office. It has but one striking parallel in 
summer. In 1887 there were over 100 deaths 
from sunstroke in one week. The death certi- 
ficates shows a continuance of malignant 
throat and pulmonary affections. Bronchitis 
is increasing among children, and influenza, 
which is growing more violent, is sweeping 
off people at the rate oftwenty a day. There 
were sixteen deaths within the past twenty- 
four hours from influenza and its complica- 
tions. This is the record shown by the death 
certificates. If to these were added the grip 
fatalities reported due to pneumonia, the 
number of deaths due to the prevailing 
epidemic for the day would reach twenty or 
more. Only one half of the deaths recorded 
yesterday were due to throat and lung die- 
eases. Pneumonia killed seventeen persons, 
bronchitis, eighteen; influenza, sixteen, and 
consumption, twelve.

NEWSPAPERS AND BUSINESS. 


The Springfield Leader, which has seen 
its own town grow froma secluded village 
into one of the great commercial centers 
of the Southwest, has a keen appreciation 
of the means by which tradé is extended 
and cities, built up.

Instead 
of sending out dally a small slip of paper, with 
the markets printed thereon a newspaper, the 
PoOSsT- DISPATCH, las sent out. It ts always a 
benefit to a city to have its papers well circu- 
lated outside of the city. It is, ot course, a bene- 
fit to the advertiser directly, which indirectly 
benefits the whole city. Not only this, but 
the outside world becomes acquainted with 
the movements ofthecity and becomes ac- 
quainted with its prominent men. This cre- 
ates a desire or 8 curiosity to visit the city and 
personally inspect the many things of interest 
which have been seen in print constantly. A 
feeling of friendthip will thus be cultivated 
and will go far to tncreasé the trade of the 
city. Friendship, however, does not control 
the trade, but at the same time it causes a 
preference, which is a good deal. 

A town without newspapers is a town 
without commerce, and the trade of 
every place grows, part passu, with its 
newspaper circulation. When the aggre- 
gate of any city’s newspaper circulation 
doubles that of another city, so does its 
volume of trade. Business men derivea 
direct benefit from every increase of their 
city’s newspaper circulation, and they 
are only extending their own field of 
operations in helping to extend that cir- 
culation. Everybody depends on the 
newspapers for market reports as well as 

or other news, and where their daily in- 
formation comes from there they do their 
trading. Acity without any newspaper 
circulation to back up her business pre- 
tensions would in vain flood the land 
with circulars and special trade publica- 
tions. Nobody would pay any attention 
to them or to her.

This isa case which has attracted more at- 
tention than any of its kind which has oc- 
curred herefor years. The hearties, cruel 
manner in which a suckling babe was 
torn from the breast of its frantic mother last 
Saturday afternoon touched a tender cord in 
every woman’s heart and it will be a long 
time before the memory of that scene in the 
Third District Station is effaced from tne 
mindsof the people. Mrs. Annie Frankel, a 
comely little woman 19 years of age, was 
separated last March from her her husband, 
Irwin Frankel. Last Saturday afternoon ut 1 
o’clock, while she was out for medicine for 
her sick babe., her husband and a 
male companion called at No. 916 
North Thirteenth street, where she 
had been making her home with Mr. and Mrs. 
John B. Holle. Mrs. Traub, the wife of a 
letter-carrier, was in temporary charge of 
the sick child when the father called. 
Frankel said he wanted to see the baby, and, 
stepping up totbe bed where it lay sleeping, 
he took it up in his arms, rushed out of the 
house and jumped into a cab which was 
standing ontside the door. Before the driver 
could start his horses Mrs. Traub had grabbed 
hold of the bridle of one of the an- 
imals. John Holle and several of the 
neighbors came to her assistance and 


refused to permit the cab to proceed. A 
policeman arrived and took charge of the rig 
and contents. Frankel, the rig and driver 
were taken to the Third District Station. Mrs. 
Frankel was notified of the occurrence and 
rushed frantically to the station. She cried to 
her husband to give her back her child, and

An Improvement in the Condition of West- 
ern Railroads. 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., Jan. 22.—The train dis- 
patcher on the Central Pacific this morning 
reports the situation on that road as follows: 

‘‘Favorable westher yesterday enabled sat- 
isfactery progress to be made at all points and 
a great deal was accomplished. The road is 
now open from Sacramento to Towles and 
east bound train No. 3 will leave Sacramento 
at midnight.

Unprecedented Fall of Snow. 


CHICAOO, III., Jan. 22.—‘‘It is many years 
since the far Northwest has seen anything 
like the recent fall of snow, said R. E. Reese 
of Portland, Ore., this morning. A telegram 
which I have from the superintendent of one 


of my mines in Eastern Oregon tells me there 
are fifteen feet of snow on the level. Sucha 
tall of snow in the mountains is not unusual. 
But the snow of the last few days that has 
fallen all over Oregon, Washington and Mon- 
tana ts al most unprecedented, The stockmen 
of Washington will be the hardest 
hit. They have been used to warm 
winters, and have made no »prep- 
arations for anything like the unusual 
snowfall and the unusually cold weather 
which came with it. Iknow one in Washing- 
ton, who has already lost 2,000 head of cattle. 
I fancy there will be some herdsfrom which 
the owners will never market anything but 
hides. In Eastern Oregon there were a great 
many herds of horses; these will suffer seri- 
ously too. People ko have never been in 
the mountains in the winter would hardly be- 
lieve it possible for such enormous quantities 
of snow to fall. The thirteen feet of snow in 
the mountains of Eastern Oregon may seem 
like a pretty big story. I can tell you of sume 
a good deal bigger than that, though. Up 
in the Seikirks. in British Columbia, 
I have of forty feet 
of snow dead level and 
drifte to any depth you had a mind to go. Yes, 
sir, thatis the honest truth. Forty feet of 
snow on the level. Why, in the spring, when 
that snow gets well started to melting, I have 
known the Columbia Riverto rise sixty feet 
in a few days. A rise of sixty feet in a river 
the size of the Columbia means a tremendous 
volume of water. No fall of a few feet of snow 
would ever make it. When a ‘chinook’ wind, 
off the warm Japanese coast, comes Evins 
over that snow it sends a regular Niagara 
flood of water down those mountains. There 
will be such a wind blow over Washington 
within a few days, and this snow will disap- 
pear before it like magic. Cold weather was 
never known to last there long.’’

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‘FREEMAN MILL BURNED. 


A BIG AND COSTLY BLAZ® IN EAST ST. 
LOUIS THIS MORNING. 


One of the Largest of the East Side Indas- 
tries Destroyed—Loss 100, 000— The St. 
Louis Fire Department Called Oa—The 
Mili to Be Rebuilt at Oncé and On & 
Larger Scale—Another Fire. 


The Freeman wire mill, one of the most ex- 
tensive manufacturing establishments in East 
St. Louis, was destroyed this morning by fire. 
The fre originated in the galvanizing depart- 
mént and was discovered about 10:80. It started 
on the roof, the flames coming out from the 
under side, Just what caused it is not known. 
In the galvinlzing department chemicals of 
various kinds are used, and it is sup- 
posed . that an explosion of some 
of them was the cause. The works 
embraced two buildings, one a large, 10% 


The galvanizing department was in oné cor- 
her of the frame building, which, when the 
ure once got a start, burned 580 
rapidly that before the firemen arrived 
the roof was consumed and had fallen ſu, and 
the walls were wholly enveloped in flames. 
An alarm was sent in from box 43, and the two 


reels of the East St. Louis department, whicn 
had just been returned to their places after 
returning from a fire on Main street, 
wererun out. A message was sent to the St. 
Louis department and reel No. 2% Was sent 
acrosé the bridge with five men, arriving in 
time to be of eonsiderable assistance. 

The frame building, which contained, be- 
sides the galvanizing department, the most 
of the wire-making macbinery, burned so fast 
that when the firemen arrived they found it 
beyond hope of being saved, and they turned 
their. attention to the adjoining structure. 
In one end of this building were the engines 
and bollers, and in the other was the wure- 
house. The fre from the frame building 
communicated to the engine room, but the 
firemen 

PREVENTED ITS REACHING 

the warehouse. A great déal of yaluable stock 
was thus saved, as the warehoute was stored 
with an immense quantity of wire of all kinds 
ready for shipment. All the machinery is 
rnined, and with the exception of the stock in 
the warehouse the contents of both buildings 
will be a total loss. 

The Todd * „ Shafting-works are situ- 
ated not more than fifty feet from the wire- 
milland were at one timein great danger of 
being burned also, but the veering of the wind 
to the southwest saved them. There are 
several residences close to the mill, 80 
near in fact that on account ofthe heat they 
were untenable when the fire was at its 
height, but they were saved by hard work. 
Outbuildings, on the premises of several resi- 
dences, however, were burned. 

The mill was owned and K. — by the 
Freeman Wire & Iron Co. of which J. W. 
Freeman of St. Louis, is the President and 
principal stockholder. It was built in 1888, 
and was putin operation in the summer of 
that year. The company did an im- 
mense business, and employed about 
200 hands. These will be thrown out of em- 
ployment, but not forlong. Mr. Freeman 
was at the fire while it was in progress, and 
watched the mill burn with a regretful look. 
He said the company had i sustained 
a great loss, but would rebuild at once. The 
new mill, he said, will be on a larger scale 
than the one destroyed. The plant was valued 
at $100,000. 

THE INSURANCE. 

The insurance amounted to $60,000. The 
wire-mill proper was insured for $12,000; the 
machinery, fixed and movable, at $5,500; wood 
and metal patterns, $1,000; stock of wire, rods, 
staples, etc., $5,000; barb wire-mili, $8,000; 
machinery,etc,,in the barbed wire mill, $7,000; 
stock of barbed wire, $8,000; dynamos, $1,500; 
boller house, $600; boilers, $1,500; drying 
house, $300; warehouse, $400; stock in ware- 
house, $6,000; reel building, $600; tools in reel 
building $1,000; wood and metal patterns in 
reel buiiding, $1,500; implements, utensils, 


ete., $1,500. 
THE PLANT. 

As soon as the fire was reported at the office 
of the company at 410 North Main street, on 
this side of the river, Mr. Freeman left for the 
east side, and Mr. Harrison, one of his asso- 
ciates in the office, left soon after. The com- 

any, ue said, was fifteen days to a month 

ehind ite orders, and had been running night 
and day. He could not teil the extent of the 
damage, as the only report they had had was 
that the works were on fire, but imany event 
the delay would be serious. 

The Freeman Wire Ca was organized in the 
summer o! 1887, when the works were erected. 
On the Ist of June last it purchased the 
Illinois Wire manufac- 
tured only while it 
had to barbed 
wire. Italsoat that time took up several 
specialties, and increasing its capital to $75,- 
000, took outa new charter as the Freeman 
Wire & Iron Co. Its capacity since then has 
been 80,000 pounds of barbed wire per day 
and about the same amount of plain wire. It 
R 250 men. 

The old Freeman Co. fought the Wash- 
burn-Moen people, owning the barbed wire 
patents, more actively than any other com- 
pany ‘in the country. It has 
always been what is known to the trade 
as amoonshiner. Washburn & Moen were 
bringing sult 9 it constantly, and there 
is one still pending, but it is not being pressed. 
The works may be rebuiltin a month, but as 
the company contemplates adding a rod mill 
and chaamging the positions of the machinery, 
necessitating a change of foundations, it will 
probably require alongertime. The plant as 
it stood before the fire was valued at $100,000. 


Another Fire. 


Another costly fire occurred in East St. 
Louis earlier in the day, a two-story frame 
building on Main street between Broadway 


and Division avenue being destroyed. The 
building was owned by Mrs. Grace 
Muelheim, mother of Police Magistrate Harry 
W. Davis. She occupied the building, the 
upper story as a residence and the lower as a 
cole pee store. She had a large stock of 
oods which, with her furniture, were worth 
3,000. Both stock and furniture were com- 
letely destroyed. The fire, which originated 
n some unknown way, gained such headway 
before it wds discovered that it 
impossible to save anything 
The fire was fortunately con- 
to the hodse in which it 
started, the large brick building adjoining, 
occupied by Bader’s drug store, escaping 
without the least damage. 
Mrs. Muelheim'e building was worth $2,500 
and was insured for $1,500. Her stock and 
furniture were insured for $2,500.

if THE PRESENT WEATHER CONTINUES, 
BARGE SHIPMENTS WILL CEASE. 


Corn Exporters Watching the Condition of | 


the River With Great Anxiety—Energy 
Displayed in Counteracting a Threatened 
Jee Blockade—A Demand for River Im- 
provement to Be Made. 


v2 REAT anxiety is felt 
among the corn 6x- 
porters in regard to 
the weather. Hereto- 
fore there has been 
little or no ice in 
the river, and naviga- 

tion has not been im- 
* pedéd from this source 

at all. Until within the 

present month, how- 
ever, the stage of the 
f N , water bas been so low 
mu, 8 = as to seriously im- 
pede the shipment of grain for export. Barges 
have gone out with less than 20,000 bushels— 
eonusiderably less than halfa load—at a time 
when grain was pouring in by the trainload, 
and the demand for transportation facilities 
far exceeded the supply. 
RIVER TRANSPORTATION. 

During the past three weeks the river has 
risen, and barges have gone out with from 
85,000 to 40,000 bushels of corn on board. This 
did much to relieve the pressure, and an im- 
monse amount of corn has been shipped 
abroad, but the demand still continues, as 
never in the history of the country has there 
been such acglifor corn from the other side 
of the ocean. The exporters and transporta- 
tion companies have deen straining 
every nerve, and have succeeded 
in making shipments of an unprecedented 
amount. It was hoped that this rate of ship- 
ment could be kept up, but within the past 
few days the amount of ice inthe river has 
increased very lergely and now threat- 
ens to practically suspend ship- 
ments by barge from this city. 80 
far no great inconvenience has been experi- 
enced, but the continuance of the present 
weatherfora week will have the effect of 
almost totally closing the river to barge navi- 
gation. 

ENERGETIC MEASURES ADOPTED. 

This will be particularly disadvantageous at 
the present time, as the corn in the hands of 
the farmers, which hag been held for the Jpur- 

ose of securing low freight rates, is now 
Seine moved rapidly in this direction. Should 
the river be closed, the effect will be to send 
an imwense amount to Eastern points, from 
which it will be shipped. In orderto as 
as far as possible counteract this tendency, a 
number of the heaviest exporters have made 
arrangements to carry all corn consigned to 
them by rail to Belmont, Mo., whence it can 
be sent down the river by barge, 
us the experience of river men 
is that below that point no 
serious impediment is offered by the ice. To 
bend even to Europe by this route will cost in 
the neighborhood of 1 cent a bushel more than 
would Lethe case could the ex be shipped 
direct. The experience o the present 
season has caused the grain exporters to 
determine to urge the improvement of the 
Mississippi River upon the attention of Con- 
gress with greater energy than bas ever yet 
been tnanifested. With an open winter the 
shipments of corn from this market should 
be far greater than any other city couid 
show. 

A DEFPER CHANNEL NECESSARY. 

But the exporters have been continually 
hampered by tue fact that the water on the 
bars was so low as to prevent barges from 
taking out more than half a _ car- 
go. Seth W. Cobb said: The 
deepening of the channel of the river ie of 
the reatest Importance to the commerce of 
the city. If we could be sureof adepth of 
eight feet on the bars there would de no 
troubie. Boats could be loaded to their full 
capacity. and we could handle all the grain that 
comes bere. Asitis, we cannot do so. The 
cost in the long run of making a good channel 
from here to New Orleans by setting a large 
number of men to work and making an 
appropriation liberal eneugh to al- 
low the whole river to be improved, 
would be far less than under 
the present patchwork system of doing a little 
work here and there, the results of which are 
destroyed by the lack of improvements at 
other points. A good channel would be the 
making of St. Louis, and we intend to try to 
secure it.

SQUALL OR TORNADO. 


Sergt,. Hammon’s Report on the Storm of 
January 12—His Theory. 


The report of Signal Service Observer Serct. 
Hammon on the storm of January 12, which 
did so much damage in St. Louis, was for- 
warded to Washington to-day. The Observer 
has been at loss for a name tofixupon the 
storm. Insomerespects it resembled a tor- 
nado, but there were many characteristics - of 
that kind of storm missing. His report is 


nottoo technical to be understood by lay- 
men. Its interesting portions are as follows: 

„All who witnessed the storm say that it 
was accompanied by or immediately preceded 
by thunder and lightning. At 4:57 P. m. the 
Observer bimself noticed a flash of lightning 
accompanied by thunder, and another 
and much louder report at 4:27 p. m. The 
last immediately preceded an excessive rain. 
Private Seymour saw a flash of lightning, 
which was followed by thunder at 5 P: m., he 
observing the clock at the time. ‘he triple 
self register v8 ge heavy rain at 5:12 p. m. 
and heavy wind at 5:16 p. m., but the man 
having charge of the register states that the 
clock might have been incorrect by five min- 
utes. The barograph showsa very sudden 
increase of pressure at about 5:15 p. m.; this 
record is correct within fifteen minutes. The 
thermograph shows a very sudden fall in 
temperature at about 5:18 v. m. This record 
is correct within fifteen minutes. 

Daniel Hoesli, who wasin the track of the 
storm near the corner of Twentieth and Wal- 
nut streets, states that a watchmaker, in 
whose company he was, looked at his watcn 
at the time of the storm and states that it was 
5:15p.m. The location of the Observer being 
four miles south of the office, the difference 
intime between his observations and that 
shown by the seif-registering instruments 
may be due to the time consumed by the storm 
in moving that distance. 

**The area over which damage is reported 
to have occurred extends from about the cor- 
ner of Jefferson and Chouteau avenues to 
Brooklyn, a small village in Illinois, just 
across the river; a distance of out four 
miles. The track of the storm varie in width 
from 500 to 2,000 feet, the greatest damage be- 
ing done at points where the track was nar- 
rowest. * * * 

„At 4:20 p. m. the Observer noted tnat the 
sky was suddenly darkened by acilould coming 
up from the southwest. A light rain began 
falling at 4:57 p. m.,the Observer saw a second 
flash of lightning and heard a much lovder 
peal of thunder; this was followed within a 
minute by verv heavy rainfall, the rain be- 
ing so excessive as to obscure buildings not 
100 yards away. The seif-registering instru- 
ments at the station record the heaviest 
rainfall at 5:27 p. m., 05 ot an inch falling in 
one-half of a minute, and the heaviest wind 
at5:16p.m., one mile being registered in 
about one minute. At this time the pressure 
rose apparently in a moment about 0.10 of an 
inch, andthe temperature fell about 5 deg. 
Between 5:35 and 5:40 p. m., the wind changed 
from southwest to west. During the night 
the wind continued to blow a gale from the 
west, at times the extreme velocity rising 
above eighty miles an hour. No hail was ob- 
served. 

No reliable evidence of a eyratory motion 
or of afunnel-shaped cloud could be ascer- 
tained. In all cases of falling walls observed 
it was noted that they fell outward and all 
roofs were blown off and did not cave in. In 
all eases of houses which appeared to have 
exploded the Observer ascertained that im- 
mediately before or at the time the walls gave 
way the wind forced insome portion of the 
south wall, as a window or door, thus 
probably accounting for the out- 
ward pressure on other walls and 
upward pressure of the _ roofs and 
skylights injured, No especial noises except 
that caused byavery high wind and falling 
debris was noted. It was 3 noted 
that no debris was apparently lifted and car- 
ried any considerable distance. It will be ob- 
served from this report that conclusive evi- 
dence of some of the essential features of a 
tornado are wanting, to wit, the gyratory 
motion, sudden diminution of pressure, lift- 
ing and carrying away of objccts for consider- 
able distances. On the other hand, 
it hardly seems probable that 
other storm would be so sudden and 
destructive in its effects, and the principal 
force should be confined to such narrow lim 
its and in sucha direct line. The Observer 
has thought thatit might be possibie toina 
measure account for this fact on the theory 
that the southwest wind previous to the storm 
might have been in a measure deflected by 
the Mississippi Valley more toward the north 
and, as the wind changed more toward 
the west, following the area of low 
barometer, central, then northeast of 
the city, the section near theriver would be 
protected from the west wind by the ridge 
extending along the west side of the river 
until the break caused °F. the valley opening 
near Randolph street. ere the south and 
west winds could meet and the resultant wind 
might be supposed to take adirection between 
the two original directions and of increased 
force according to law of the union of forces. 
The sudden increase of pressure, as shown by 
the barograph, would seem to sustantiate this 
view.’’ 

Sergt. Hammon is not entirely taken with 
his own theory. He does not think much of 
it, and yet it seems to bethe dest under the 
circumstances. Had the storm in its passage 
been observed by any trained observer the 
uncertainties ofthe report would not have 
appeared. '

THE FORT BEND COUNTY FEUD. 


Kyle Terry Killed by Volney Gibson at Gal- 
, veston, Tex. 


Galveston, Tex., Jan. 22.—Kyle Terry of 
Richmond, Tex., a nephew of David 8. Terry, 
who assaulted Justice Field in California and 
was killea by Deputy United States Marshal 
Nagle recent led yesterday morning 
as he wt we the Galveston Court- 
house. He w.s% years old and had killed 
two men during his manhood. He was Tax 
Assessor of Fort Bend County, Tex., until a 
few months ago and belonged to a political 
faction known as the Woodpeckers.“ He 
quarreied with a member of the opposing fac- 
tion, Gibson of Wharton, and killed him. 
Following this killing there was something 
of a war between the factions. The Sheriff of 
Fort Bend County, J. M. Frost, and 


a negro were killed and J. W. 
Parker, late County Judge, a ‘*‘Wooa- 
pecker,’’ was charged with the murder of 
the negro. Terry and Parker were indicted. 
They secured a change of venue to Galveston, 
and their cases were docketed for trial to- 
day. They went to the Court-house expecting 
to secure contindances. 

Kyle Terry was accompanied by his lawyer, 
John Lovejoy, Dave Terry, his brother from 
California; Dave Labbock of Houston, and 
Parker followed. Theentrance to thé Court- 
house was crowded with witnesses from 
Richmond, come to the trial. As Terry 
approached * Gibson, a brother ofthe 
man Kyle Terry killed, shot Terry in the 
heart- The latter fell dead with a revoiver 
half drawn. 

Other persons in the crowd fired at Parker 
at thesametime. He fled intothe Assessor’s 
office and escaped through a window unburt, 
Terry’s brother and cousin returned the fire 
of Gibson and his party. but without effect. 
Beside the one shot which killed Terry, only 
one of the eighteen or twenty fired took effect. 
That was astray ball which struck Mr. Weston 
of Richmond, and inflicted a slight wound. 

The police arrested Volney Gibson, W. 8. 
Andrews, Will McFarland, James Mitchell, 
Will Little and Calvin Blakely. The killer of 
Terry, Gibson, said, after his arrest, that he 
shot in self-defense. He saw Parker and 
Terry drawing their revolvers, whipped his 
own out and fired. 

Terry, beside killing Gibson at Wharton, is 
credited with killing a policeman named 
Williams at Houston several yearsago. His 
father was the first Colonel of the Texas Ran- 
gers and was kiiled at Woodsonville, Ky., in

Ex-Gov, Thomas T. Crittenden, the Presi- 
dent of the insolvent Midiand Accident In- 
surance Co. of Kansas City, the license of 
which was revoked by Insurance Commis- 
sioner Ellerbe, and an expose of whose affairs 
was made by the PosT-DISPATCH, has deen 
in the city and had a consultation 
with Mr. Ellerbe in regard to the pro- 
ceedings instituted against the company. 
The history of the case can de 
briefly recalled. Tae Midland Co. 

‘as given a license to do bust 
ness on false representations made to 
Insurance Commissioner Carr as to the amount 
of its capital stock whioh had deen paid up 
and deposited in bank bona fide. The license 
was issued in February a year ago. Recently 
Mr. Ellerbe heard reports which led him to 
the conclusion thet an investigation of the 
company’s affairs was necessary for the pro- 
tection of the policy holders. He sent two 
attorneys, Messrs. Hereford and Hicks, to 
Kansas City for the purpose of making tne in- 
vestigation. The result of their labors was 
some startling disclosures. It was ascertained 
that the company had never realiy de- 
posited the required amount of money 
in bank in order to do busl- 
ness legally; that their Iiabilities were 
about $15,000, and their only assets, a num- 
ber of securities of questionable value, and in 
fact thattheir business had been conducted 
in u manner contrary to law. and that the 
revocation of the license given by the In- 
surance Department was Supt. Ellerbe’s 
plain duty. He revoked the license and had 
his lawyers institute a suit against the com- 
pany for an injunction preventing them from 
continuing to do business, and also for a 
decree of dissolution and the settlement with 
policy holders. 

THE GOVERNOR’S AFFIDAVIT. 

Inasmuch asthe license to the company 
Was issued onthe aflidauit of Gov Critten- 


den and thezsworn statements of others 
oflicers of the company that $100,- 
000, the amount required by law, had 
been deposited in the National Exchange 
Bank of Kansas City, and it was ascertained 
through the Investigation that this was not 
tle case, the expose in the Post- DISPATCH 
created a sensation. It was the impression of 
the Insurance Commissioner and the opinion 
in Kansas City thatthe ex-Governor had been 
merely a dupe in the whole affair, and that he 
was not responsible for the nasco to a greater 
extent than having been culpably negligent. 
There was considerable conjecture both in St. 
Louis and Kansas City, however, as 
to how Gov. Orittenden came to 
make an affidavit to the com- 
pany's stability, if he was not 
cognizant of the company’s affairs. There 
were only two conclusions believed to be 

ustifiable in the face of the facts brought out. 

‘ither he made the affidavit on the represen- 
tations of persons whom he trusted, or he 
knew when he made them that the company 
had notcomplied with the meaning of the 
law. The former conclusion was the one 
generally accepted in Kansas City as the cor- 
rectone. Gov. Crittenden himself, however, 
was silent on the subject. He would not dis- 
cuss itone way or another. The Insurance 
Commissioner did not call on him 
for a statement when he was 
in Kansas City, accepting the infor- 
mation received from him by Messrs. 
Hereford and Hicks, which led them to the 
conclusion that the ex-Governor had been 
merely a figure-head in the concern, and was 
only responsible for a non- performance of his 
duties. The first talk Mr. Ellerbe has had 
with Gov. Crittenden since he revoked the 
Midland Co.’s license to do business 
was last evening, when the ex-Governor 
called on him at his office in the Turner Build- 
ing. The interview which occurred between 
them would lead to the inference that Gov. 
Crittenden was notthe dummy in the com- 
pany which he is generally credited with hav- 
ing been. 

THE EX-GOVERNOR’S INTERVIEW. 

Mr. Ellerbe was seen this morning bya 
POS8T- DISPATCH reporter and asked what Gov. 
Crittenden had to say aboutthe Midland Co., 
and the part which he took in its affairs. 

„Well,“ said Mr. Elierbe, he expressed 
himself as much pieased withthe manper in 
which I had conducted thecase. He said he 
had no fault to find whatever. 

What did be say about the affidavit which 
he made certifying the sufficiency of the com- 
yany’s capital and its deposit in the National 
— . Bank?“ 

Oh, not much. 

Did you ask him about it. 

No, I didn’t care to say anything much to 
him on that point, because I feel most friendly 
to the old Governor and though, of course, I 
have done and will do my whole duty in the 
case regardiess of personal feeling, still I 
wished to refrain as much as possible from 
unpleasant questlons. 

But diag he not offer any explanation of 
the amMfidavit?’’

Going Out of Business. 


The Centennial Mutual Life  Associa- 
tion of Iowa, which formerly did 
a life insurance business in this State on 


the assessment plan, and which has $100,000 
on depositin the Insurance Department for 
the benefit of its policy-holders in Missouri, 
has notified the department of its intention to 
cease business and desire to withdraw its 
deposit. Mr. Ellerbe desires to give notice 
of this fact tothe public, and unless claim- 
ants present objections before January 28 the 
deposit will be returned by him. There was 
a great deal of dissatisfaction to the compa- 
ny’s doing business here in the first place, 
and recently they have not done much. 
While not actually engaged here, however, 
their deposit has remained, anda number of 
policy-holders have been paying assessments 
in the hope of realizing on the deposit.

A CARELESS OFFICER. 


He Allows a Self-Confessed Murdererto Es- 
cape Erom Custody. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 22.—The'prisoner 
who eluded his custodian and jumped from a 
swiftly moving train at Corfu, N. I., yester- 
day, escaping into the woods, ts Michael 
Schieber, a self-confessed murderer, who was 
arrested in Minneapolis, under peculiar oir- 
cumstances. On December last, Schieber was 
a resident of Bavaria and, last October mar- 
ried a widow with ason 5 years old. In the 


event of the death of this boy, an inheritance 
of 1,600 marks or about $400 would come 

his mother. In order to 
gain this paltry sum, Schieber 
pushed the boy intothe creek and drowned 
him. The child’s grandfather, an aged man 
named Wilhelm Sturm, taxed Schieber with 
the crime and the latter, actuated by fear of 
detection, went to the town of Hoag, two 
miles distant, where Sturm lived, and shooting 
through the window killed the old man as he 
was washing his face. With his expiring 
breath Sturm gasped the name of his assas- 
sin. Schieber fled to Bohemia, where he pur- 
chased a passport from a man named Mathias 
Kuttle, under which name he emigrated to 
America and then resumed his own. Coming 
to Minneapolis Schieber went to work 
for a farmer named Marks at Edina 
Mills. Marks read an account of the 
tragedy ina Milwaukee paper and the sim- 
ilarity of names of the murderer and his new 
hired man struck him as peculiar. He ques- 
tioned Schieber as to where he came from and 
the latter answered, Marks persuaded Schieber 
to come to Minneapolis to have a felon on his 
hand treated, and on arriving he sur- 
rendered tne murderer to the police. 
Schieber admitted his identity and 
finally confessed that he killed his stepson 
and old man Sturm. He waived extradition 
proceedings and under ordersfrom the State 
Department at Washington, Deputy Marshal 
Hoy was taking Schieber to New York, where 
he was to have been turned over to the Ger- 
man Consul General.

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HIS MIND UNHINGED. 


THE CONDITION Of ROBERT GARRETT, THE 
BALTIMORE MILLION AIRE, 


Dental of Reports of His Improvement, 
Mentally and Physically — Held Under 
Gentle Restraint at Uplands—Mrs. Gar- 
rett’s Devotion to Her Unfortunate Hus- 
band—No Hope of His Kecovery.

BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 22,—The condition of 

obert Garret has not improved since he was 
taken some months ago to Uplands, his coun- 
try place, near this oity. At that time it was 
given out that Mr. Garrett had gained some- 
what of late, was in better physical and mental 
health than he had been for several years, 
and might be expected to entirely and perma- 
nently recover his lost balance. Whoever 
was responsible for tke report misied 
the public. Mr. Garrett was then and 

. now absolutely irresponsible men- 
tallx and de needed and still needs con- 
stant and vigilant attention. If there is 
any change it is for the worse. In fact, the 
longer his malady continues the less hope 
there is of his recovery. His physical condi- 
tion is satisfactory. He is 5 feet 10 inches high 
and at the time was an athlete. The Garretts 
for generations have been a vigorous race. 
But the lifethe afflicted man leads accounts 
for his physical condition. It isa life of com- 
plete leisure, devoid of all care or actual busi- 
ness worry and ministered to in every way 
for the purpose of soothing and raising the 
spirits. No business topic is ever men- 
tioned. No topic, indeed, isever discussed 
with him that is not intended to be cheering. 
Mr. Garrett is not violent, although, like most 
patients in his condition, his humors are ec- 
centric and uncertain. There are times when, 
apparently without cause, his pulse quickens, 
his eyes flash, and he yields to a strange ex- 
citement. Then again he is a child, talks 
rationally and takes an interest in his sur- 
roundings. He is not under more restraint 
than is necessary for his safety, and he does 
not resent at all the company of his keepers. 
It is not inappropriate to call his attendants 

‘*KEEPERS,’’ 

for they were selected on account of their 
physical strength as well as their knowledge 
ot nursing. Fortunately, force has thus far 
been unnecessary at Uplands, and the whole 
duty ofthe keepers has been to minister to 
Mr. Garrett more in the way of companions 
seeking to advance his pleasures and sharing 
in them than anything else. Mr. Garrett’s 
physician calls daily and sees his patient. 
There is, of course, no social life at Uplands, 
because all excitement is forbidden. Mrs. 
Garrett spends nearly all her time with 
her husband and occasionally friends 


drive out from the city and 
spend an hour or two with them, but a visit 
of any length might not have a good effect on 
the patient. Mr. Garrett some times drives 
into Baltimore, but never for a stay of over 
an hour. It has probably been two months 
since his last visit. At that time he was look- 
ing very well and greeted old friends cordlaliy 
and in a manner almost rational. But he was 
merely out for a drive. He had no business 
to attend to and visited none of his old busi- 
ness haunts. His suggestion about any matter 
of consequence would not be followed by 
anvbody. The hesitation of the people 
here to diecuss Mr. Garrett’s condition 
springs not alone fromthe widespread sym- 
pathy for the man, but also from the pro- 
found respect for the name aud forthe sur- 
vivors ofthe family who bearit. The Gar- 
retts have long been prominent in the business 
and social worldof Baltimore and so much 
good have they donefor thecity that the 
damage done by Robert Garrett to the prop- 
erty under his control, in which the city was 
so Vitally interested, is almost forgiven. This 
feeling goes out strongly to Mrs. Garrett, who 
is universally deemed an admirable woman 
anda 
PERFECT WIFE. 

She gives largely to charity and is support- 
ing now out ot herown means a home for the 
sick and affiicted. Her sympathies are prob- 
ably all the ore keenly alive for others be- 
cause of the Uistress in her own home. It is 
asserted positively by those who know that it 
has been Mrs. Garrett’s authority which has 
kept her husband out of a public asylum for 
the insane. His physicians have several times 
advised the step, but Mrs. Garrett has each 
time vetoed it. She was afraid that the at- 
tendants there might not be of the best, cer- 
tainly not as sympathetic as he could continue 
to receive at home, and she refueed to permit 
the change. She has abandoned her social 
duties altogether and spends nearly her 
whole time nursing her husband. Mrs. Gar- 
rett’s maiden name was Frick. Her father is 
aman of large means residing in Baltimore. 
Another member of the family who enjoys 
distinction is Miss Mary Garrett, the sister of 
Robert Garrett, and a woman of fine business 
judgment and executive ability. She, too, 
is charitably inclined and supports out of her 
own purse a largely attended school for girls. 
She is very rich and manages her affairs with 
great success. She is younger than her 
brother and is very devoted to 
him. The cause of Robert Gar- 
rett’s affiction seems to be 
stilla mvstery. He comes of the soundest 
stock. is father and several uncles rose to 
eminence in the business world and were men 
of strong mindstothe last. If there is any 
taintin the blood it is notknown. There is, 
it is true, a feeble minded and deformed 
brother, but he was born 80, a circumstance 
that might ocour in any family and has often 
occurred. The only reason advanced is that 
Mr. Garrett undertook too extensive business 
responsibilities ; 

AT TOO EARLY AN AGE. 

He is now only a little past 40 and yet for 
fifteen years he had the principal care or a 
large part of the care, of a great railroad cor- 
poration, besides large banking in- 
terests. He was a hard worker 
but he bad been carefully trained 
4 his father and his physical equipment was 
ofthe best. He lived generously, but never 
sO as to create any alarm for his health. The 
thought of his mental break down never oc- 
curred toanybody and so foreign was it to the 
ordinary estimate of the soundness of the 
man that when it was suggested that he had 
lost his balance his friends felt outraged. But 
itis now conceded that Mr. Garrett’s mind 
was unhinged before he was taken in hand 
and the regret isthatthe discovery was not 
made earlier. It would have beena courag- 
eous friend, however, who would have braved 
the popular estimate of the man 
when he was still a power in the finan- 
clal world, and prociaimed him insane. 
Nobody spoke until the developments were so 
plain and unmistakaple that it was not neces- 
sery for any one to speak. The awful fact 

rocilaimed itself. Will Robert Garrett ever, 
be asane man again? The question is evaded 
here, but in a way that is a definite answer. 
The general wish is that he may ultimately 
recover, but there is small hope ot it. Mr. 
Garrett’s fortune is still very large. He in- 
herited an immense property and fora time 
managed it well. It consists of stocks, bonds, 
bank shares and real estate. His investments 
are all said to be good. But that he will ever 
enjoy his income again as a rational man, tak- 
ing part in responsible business affairs, seems 
doubtful to the last degree.

THE TORPEDOES. 

The auto-mobile torpedoesto be used will 
haye avelocity of forty feet per second and 
will be discharged from the Cushing when she 
ie traveling at the rate of thirty-eight feet per 
second. The projectiles will be discharged 
from the Cushing by an explosive charge. 
The bow torpedo tubes are 14 feet long, and 
they are arranged under the whale back ina 
parallel line and incline towards the horizon 
at an angle of about 3 deg.

THE NEW TORPEDO BOATS 7 


COMPLETION OF THE FIRST OF THE PRO- 
POSED FLEET. 


The Herresheff Co. at Bristol, R. I., Ready 
to Launch the Cushing—A Complete and 
Powerful Craft—Fall Description of the 
Remarkable Vessel—Twenty Shots Per 
Minute, 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 

BRISTOL, R. I., Jan. 22.—In the manufactory 
ofthe Herreshoff Co. atthis place the first of 
the proposed American fleet of torpedo boats 
ls completed. The steamer is denominated 
No. lin official circles of the United States 
Navy and tothe ouside world will be known 
as the Cushing, receiving its name from Com- 
modore Wm. B. Cushing, United States Navy, 
who blew up the rebelram Albemarle at Ply- 
mouth, N. C., in 1864. The steamer is as com- 
plete and efficient as the most complete 
knowledge of such construction and an ample 
appropriation could make lt. The prime pur- 
pose of the torpedo boat Cushine is to dis- 
charge auto-mobile torpedoes, that is 
those carrying their own propell- 
ing fo.ce, while traveling ata high rate 
of speed. The Cushing will also carry 
such other torpedo tubes and rapid firing 
guns, capable of discharging twenty shots 
per minute, as shall be determined after her 
speed is tested. Commodore Converse, U. 
S. N., has had charge of the plans and con- 
structionand the Cushing is a remarkable 
vessel. Her length Is 138 feet; beam, 15; depth 
from deck to keel at the highest point, 10 feet; 
draught, 4 feet 4 inches, loaded. The con- 
tract upon which the Cushing was. built re- 
quires a speed of twenty-two knots per hour. 
A bonus of $1,500 will be paid the Herreschoff 
Company for every quarter of a knot above 
twenty-three knots per hour developed, and 
$2,000 for every quarter of a “knot 
above twenty-four knots per hour. The 
Herreshoff's are of the opinion that 
after a few trials the Cushing 
Will make above 24 knots per hour, and they 
would not be surprised if she covered over 
26 knots per hour, and that when loaded. A 
prediction is also made that she will eclipse 
the time made by the Royal Spanish torpedo 
boat Arcete, which hasa speed of 26 knots. 
The Cushing is clearly shown to be 

A VERY POWERFUL CRAFT. 
Her displacement will be 103 tons, maximum 
horse power 1,600, ratio of horse power to dis- 
placement 16 to 1. Its coal capacity is 35 tons, 
its coal endurance at maximum speed 400 
knots, ite coal endurance at economical speed 
3,000 knots. The craft is built of steel plates 
of a maximum thickness of u inch. The 
keel is of flat plate, the ram 
stem is a steel forging, extending from 
the spar deck alt along the keel 
from the spur of the ram, and the stern 
post is another steel forging. The plating is 
let into the steel forgings, and viewed from 
the front of the boat appears to be as sharp as 
a scimeter and as smooth as polished wood. 
The hull ig divided into eleven compartments, 
separated by water-tight bulk heads, the 
openings being secured against any pressure 
by rubber and wedge-like devices. The com- 
partments are occupied, beginning at the 
bow: 1, collision; 2, steam winch, steam reel

boller- room; 6, enginé-room; 7, after boiler- 
rooms; 8, engineers’ and helmsmen’s quar- 
ters; 9, officers’ quarters; 10, pantry, store- 
rooms, etc; II, steering gear, paints, eto.

Each compartmentment is fitted with steam 
ejecting apparatus, the largerone with two, 
so that in case of a leak each would have a 
capacity of twenty-five tons of water per 
hour. There are two stacks and two conning 
towers.

into the engine-room. The main engines are 
two sets of five cylinder quadruple-expansion 
engines of 800 horse-power each and with 
pumps, blowers, winches, etc. The engine 
runs practically without noise and can be 
easily reversed by one man. Twin propellers 
are worked by the main engines; each pro- 
eller is 4 feet 2 inches in diameter, with about 
} feet pitch. For about thirty-two feet of its 
length the shaft runs out; but the hull is sup- 
ported by suitable bearings. At its stern the 
vessel carries a strong framework guard, bullt 
out to prevent it from getting so close toa 
dock as to foul or damage the propellers. 
From the conning towers the movements of 
the vessel will be controlled. These are‘cir- 
cular and built of one-fourth inch steel plates.

The Case Against George M. Howarth Dis- 
posed of in the Police Court. 


The cases against L. D. Pugh and George M. 
Howarth for vagrancy and carrying concealed 
weapons respectively came up for trial in the 
Police Court this morniog. The action 
against Pugh was nolle prossed. Howarth 
went to trial and Judge Cady fined him $25 and 
costs on the evidence submitted. 


The men were arrested about 10:30 o’clock 
on last Saturday night by Officers McMullen 
and Lyons, who found them at the corner of 
Fourteenth and Market streets. Howarth had 
a half-pressed brick wrapped in a towel in his 
possession atthetime. Ihe two were locked 
up at the Chestnut Street Station, Pugh being 
booked for vagrancy and Howarth for carry- 
ing concealed weapons. 

Half an hour after the men were placed in 
their cells Chas. A. Gitchell appeared at the sta- 
tion and bailed both the prisoners. No notifica- 
tion had been sent out by the imprisoned men 
of their arrest, yet Gitchell was promptly on 
the scene. 

Monday the two defendants secured a con- 
tinusnce until to-day. In the meantime Pugh 
sought evidence to show that he was at the 
time of his arrest and had been for some years 
previous employed by a publishing company 
which paid him asmall weekly salary. This 
killed the vagrancy charge anda nolle pros- 
equi was accordingly entered. 

Howarth pleaded not gullty and went to 
trial. Officer McMullen detailed the arrest. 
He saidthat he had noticed Howarth’ssus- 
picious actions. Seeing something under his 
coat he asked the fellow what it was, and was 
told that it was a baby. The officer struck 
the coat lightly with the end of his club, and 
feit it hit something hard. Howarth then 
pulled the brick from under his coat and 
started to throw itaway, but the officer pre- 
vented him. Pugh was caught on an adjoin- 
ing corner, while a third wan ran and 
escaped. 

Howarth admitted carrying the weapon, but 
said he did it only as a joke, and insisted that 
Officer McMullen’s attention was first attracted 
to him by hearing bim strixe the brick several 
times on the curbstone. 

Was the brick in the towel at the time you 
say you struck the curbstone?’’ asked City 
Attorney Butler. 

Howarth answered that it was. 

‘*'Then why don't the towel show any mark 
or cut?’’ asked the prosecuting officer, as he 
held the weapon up before the witness’ eyes. 

Howarth made no answer, and went on to 
tellhowthe brick came to be concealed. It 
Was in his hand in plain view of Officer Me- 
Mullen when the arrest was made, he insisted. 

„Then what made you put it under your 
coat?’’ asked Judge Cady. 

‘*Well, the officer told me to put it away, 
and as soon as I got it under my coat he 
jumped forward and grabbed me, saying I 
was under arrest for carrying concealed 
weapons,’’ was the story. 

„That story will hardly wash,’’ said the 
court. I will fine you $25,’’ and Howarth 
went back into the ‘‘bull pen. He went be- 
low with the rest of the prisoners when court 
had adjourned too, and will be provided with 
free transportation to the Work-house this 
afternoon unless dis friends pay the fine or 
secure a remit.

THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


What Seth W. Cobb Learned While With 
the Delegation at Washington—General 
Eumity Aroused by the Overbearing 
Actions of the Chicago Coummittee—The 
Southeastern States Favor St. Louis. 


HEN Seth W. Cobb 
left Washington, he 
was confident ofthe 
success of the St. 
Louis delegation 
having in charge the 
campaign for secur- 
ing the World’s Fair 


In refer- 
ence to the Washing- 
ton campaign Mr. 
Cobb said: ‘‘Ever 
since the opening of 
the session St. Louis 

has been steadily gaining strength. The 
cause of Chicago has been the exact reverse, 
as that city has sO managed its 
affairs as totantagonize every oppos- 
ing interest. The insolence and builying 
tendency of Chicago is almost inconceivable. 
That city tried to carry matters through with 
a high hand, to override everyone and to give 
its rivals no chance at all. 
IF THE SCHEME 

had succeeded in committee, it would have 
done no good, as it would have been stopped 
in Congress. But it did not succeed any- 
where, and in consequence Chicago may be 
counted out ofthe race. New York is against 
it, whilethe Southern men have been fairly 
enraged, and declare that they will not vote 
for Chicago under any circumstances. 
of course that city has a large 
Western support but the great 
majority of these votes will readily be given 
to St. Louls when it becomes evident, as it 


must, that Chicago cannot win. Tre New 
England vote, strange as it may seem, is the 
one that can be most firmly relied on by Chi- 
cago. These Congressmen will never vote 
for any other city, with the exception of 
Washington, and this only when itis under- 
stood that that city has no chance. Many of 
the eastern Middle State Congressmen who 
are for New York, but whose second choice was 
Chicago, have been so outraged oy the over- 
bearing conduct of that city that they declare 
they will oppose it from the start and at all 
bazards. All this militates gréatly to the 
advantage of St. Louis, as we have made no 
enemies and have pursued a fair and open 
course throughout. 
THE NEW YORK MEN 
are astonished at the progress that we have 
made in the Southeast. They believed that 
New York would be the flrot or, at any rate, 
the second choice of the Virginias, the Caro- 
linas and Georgia, but they now admit that 
this is not the case. The Soath- 
east is for ashington first, as is 
only natural, considering its 8 
situation,but its second choice Is St. uls. I 
know this to be a fact, forl am acquaintea 
with nearly every one of the Congressmen, 
and am aware whut their feelings are. Wash- 
ington will receive a good vote, but no one 
regards ft as being seriously in the race. Even 
the Washington Committee admit that there 
is no chance of that oity being chosen. When 
itis withdrawn the great majority of its sup- 
— ey will de found on the side of St. 
uis. 
THE ACTION OF THE COMMITTEE. 

„As tothe House Committee, Mr. Cobbs 
went on to say, ‘‘there is no chance that It 
will report in favor of any city. What it will 
do is as well known now as it will be when 
the report is made. A World’s Fair, to be 
held in 1892, will be recommended, and 
names of the competing cities will probably 
be mentioned. Butno preterence will be ex- 
pressed, as the decision will be left entirely to 
Congress. The first fight will be made on the 
adoption of the committee’s report. Some of 
the supporters of New York and Chicago wish 
the Fair postponed until 1895, the New York- 
ers because they would have great difficulty 
in getting ready for the Fair, and the advo- 
cates of Chicago because they think that un- 
der present conditions they cannot win. Nei- 
ther city can carry its full strength with it in 
the matter of postponement. ote that 
has no decided preference as to location will 
decid¢@ this matter. Al ther the outiook 
for St. Louis is most excelient.’’

f COUNTERFEITER AND CROOK. 


_ Bistory of a Remarkable Criminal—Bank 
Breakings, Bond Forgeries, Confidence 

_ Operations and Counterfeitings He Eu- 
aged In—Sixteen Years Spent in Peni- 

* tentiaries—A Failure in St. Louis—His 
Last Years. | 


HIS morning Sergt. 
Reedy, at the Four 
Courts, wrote the word 
dead“ upon the pho- 
tograph of a man, 
somewhat past mid- 
dle age, in the police 
collection of rogues’ 
faces, The dead rogue 
is Walter Sheridan. 
This photograph was 
taken over five years ago when he was ar- 
rested in St. Louis, charged with attempted 
fraud. He died on Monday of con- 
sumption in the jail at Montreal, where he 
Was confined under a six months’ sentence as 
&vagrant. He was one of the most succeés- 
ful crooks that ever lived by his wits, and 
in his liftime accumulated millions of 
doliars which he spent recklessly. He was 
never in funds for a long time, no matter how 
great were the sums his crooked work netted 
him. He was as horse-thlef, burglar, hotel 
and bank sneak, counterfeiter, queer shover, 
forger, confidence man, bunko steerer, gold 
brick peddler and green goods dealer. His 
crimes were nearly all against property. Dur- 
ing his long life of crime, if he as much as cut 
aman the fact is unknown to the United 
States Treasury Secret Service, with which he 
had much to do. 

He died at the age of 56 years. His criminal 
history covers thirty-six years. He was born 
in Kentucky, but was taken to New Orleans 
while very young and there grew to be a man. 
What 

HIS FIRST CRIME 
was isnot now known, but he had to leave 
home for it, and found a refuge in Central 
Missouri. He had to leave this State for horse- 
stealing. That was in 1860. He went to Chi- 
cago and soon was a member ofa gang of 


minor thieves and eneaks. He was trained to 
the business of sneak thieving and thieved 
fairly weil until he 
undertook the busi- 
ness of hotei-sneak- 
ing. That required 
more address than 
he was master of 
and he earned a 
term of five years in 

oliet Penitentiary. 

While doing this 
term be met Charles 7 
Hicks, a somewhat | 
expert burglar, to % 
whom the invention 7 ~ 
of several tools used “_“# 
in the industry of /4@% 
burgling is ascribed. “’ 
Sheriden formed 
an alliance with 
Hicks, and aft- 
er their release — 
they robbed the Walter Sheriden. 
First National Bank of Springfield, III. They 
got $30,000. As they were leaving the bank 
they were seen by a watchman who leaped 
upon Hicks and though thrown off was able 
to identify the man when be was arrested a 
few hours later. Sheridan had the money 
and escaped without being recognized by the 
watchman. He lingered about Springfield in 
the hope of being able to help Hicks. He was 
suspected, arrested and charged with 
being Hicks’ accomplice, indicted, tried and 
convicted. He sent to Chicago fora lawyer, 
who secured hima newtrialand he was ac- 
guitted. Hicks was sent up for ten yoars. 
The lawyer took $8,000 of the swag and Sheri- 
dan kept the remainder. He was never after- 
ward associated with Hicks. 

He went to live in New York, where he did 

several jobs of small bank sneaking.In 1870 he 
o ROBBED JUDGE BLATCHFORD. 
of New York of money and negotiable securi- 
ties amounting to $150,000. He and a pul had 
been watching a bank for some weeks. They 
had learned thata number of patrons ofthe 
bank had security boxes in the bank’s vaults 
which were occasionally taken out for coupon 
clipping or other purposes. Judge Blatchford 
always took his box to his office. They fol- 
lowed him one day as he walked away from 
the bank carrying his box. lle stopped 
at a fruit stand at Nassau and Liberty 
streets to buy an apple. Sheridan and 
his pal also became fruit hungry. 
The Judge set his box on the stand while get- 
ting out the moneyfor hisapple. Sheridan 
seized the box end ran away. His pal 
knocked the Judge down and followed. They 
escaped with the securities and negotiated 
nearly all of them. The pal was arrested a 
long time after, but escaped sentence, 

Sheridan left New York and went to En- 
gland, but did not remain there u longtime. 
He returned to America with a safe-biower, 
and with him robbed the Maryland Insurance 
Co. of Baltimore. This haul was small, anda 
few months later they robbed Hanley's Bank, 
in Scranton, Pa., realizing a good sum. 

THE SOAP BOX TRICK. 

It was about this time that he robbed a bank 
in Heading. He carried a soap vox into the 
bank one day, set it down in front of the 
paying-teller’s window, and presented a 
check signed by a depositor whose signature 
was not famillar tothe teller. The latter took 
the check to the cashier, and while he was 
gone Sheridan mounted the soap box, reached 
over therail, grasped alarge bundle of bank 
notes and ran. 

This was one of the first soap box games 
and after this Reading episode every trick of 
the same sort—and there were many turned 
in various parts of the country—was ascribed 
to Sheridan by those who knew of his re- 
sponsibility for the Reading sneak. Whether 
he did pursue the matter farther he never 
said. 

“The next job which he successfully put 
through was the most daring of all his feats. 
He went to New York, joined the New York 
Produce Exchange under the name of Charles 
Ralston, rented an office and did some yulet, 
legitimate business until he had made some 
valuable acquaintances and had established 
confidence. He wasthoughtto be a wealthy 
Westerner wiro had made some money 
and was in New York to increase 
his fortune. He made a set for the President 
of the National Trust Co. and for the Presi- 
dent of the New York Guardian & Indemnity 
Co. He won the confidence of these men and 
pretended on the advice of the latter to buy

to the amount of $215,000. Alter afew months 
he represented that he was embarrassed for 
funds, and borrowed several thousand dol- 
lars in bank, his two friends indorsing 
for him. This apparently relieved him 
for sometime, and then he became embar- 
rassed again. He went to his friends and 
**frankly’’ toldjthem his situation. He was in 
debtto such an amount. He had the bonds. 
It be tr ed to put them on the market they 
would not sell for enough to save him from 
ruin. Would they buy them? They bought 
the bonds, and as soon as the deal was closed 
Walter Sheridan, alias Charles Ral- 
ston, was away with his mistress, 
Martha Hargraves, wife of a well 
known counterfeiter with whom Sheridan 
nad been associated. He reached Europe and 
was in safe hiding before the forgeries of the 
bonds were discovered. So good was the 
work on the bonds that they deceived the 
President of the road who had signed them. 

Sheridan took some with himto Europe but 
while stopping with a noted ticket-of-ieave 
man in Berne, Switzerland, he was robbed of 
them by his host’s daughter. He and 
Martha Hargraves lived for over a 
fear in Europe and spent money 

reely. When funds ran low they returned to 
America. Sheridan was recognized in Wash- 
ington, arrested, taken to New York, charged 
with forging the bonds and sent to Sing sing 
for five years. On lis release he joined 

THE BROCKAWAY GANG 
of counterfeiters. This gang made during his 
connection, one of the most celebrated notes 
in the history of counterfeiting, 

It was a $50 bill on the Broadway 
National Bank of New York. It was so 
perfect thatit has been said it was printed 
from the original plate stolen from the Treas- 
wry. Its fauits were in the paper and the 
numbering. The paper was not the genuine 
and the numbering biurred. The gang was 
broken up, the plates capturedand destroyed. 
It was thought tbat all the stock of bills was 
also destroyed, but this afterward proved to 
be a mistake. 

Sheridan’s next venture was with a company 
of counterfeiters and crooks who projected 
Wholesale counterfeiting of Bank of England 
notes. The cre were made, the paper se- 

cured and all the plans laid when the tage

duty of placing the money, but was so sud- 
denly dumped on account of hb 
alliance with a woman.

His woman at this time was not regarded 
with favor by Sheridan’s partners, and as he 
would not break with her they left him. Their 
scheme failed, however; nearly all of them 
were captured, convicted and sent to the 
penal colonies. In 1881 he stole a box of dia- 
monds in Philadelphia. It was a jewelry 
store sneak, and agit failed he was sent to 
the Eastern Penitentiary of Pennsylvania for 
three years. 

AIS NEXT JOB WAS IN ST. LOUIS. 
He arrived here in August, 1884. He regis-» 
tered at the Southern Hotel as John Holcomb, 
Elk Creek, N. M., woreablue flannel shirt, 
siouch hat and rough boots, He gave out that 
he was a miner, andonthe 9th, a few days 
after his arrival, he went across the street to 
Van Raalte’s pawn shop, where he offered 
some alleged gold dust for sale. The sale 
was * failure, as Van Raalte 
penetrated through the gold covering 
of some silver filings and refused to 
buy. He informed Sergt. Young of the police 
after Holcomb' had left the shop. Young 
arrested him at Tony Faust’s a few minutes 
later, and at the Four Courts, when searched, 
Detective Hugh O’Neil discovered in the lin- 
ing of his pants three $50 bills purporting to 
have been issued by the Broadway National 
Bank of New York. 

He was turned over to the United States 
officers, when the bills were recognized as the 
celebrated Broadway counterfeits. United 
States Secret Service Agent P t D. Tyrell was 
confident that ‘‘Holeomb’’ was

but could not learn who he was. The man's 
hair was short, his beard of a few week’s 
growth, and his skin had a color peculiar to 
persons confined indoors for a long period. 
This suggested penitentiary confinement, and 
this idea was strengthened bv the air and ac- 
tions ofthe man. He was quiet, submissive, 
silent, and seemed to know just what he was 
expected todo. Areporter had a talk with 
him and elecited one fact—that he had recently 
finished a term of imprisonment in Pennsy!- 
vania. He would teilno more. The detec- 
tive jumped to the conclusion that it was the 
Eastern Pennsylvania Penitentiary, as in 
‘‘Holcomb’s’’ effects was found a bottle of 
medicine bearing a Philadelphia druggist’s 
label. A photographiof the man was sent to the 
Eastern District Penitentiary, and his right 
name and history was disclosed. 

On the plea of guilty to having counterfeit 
money in his possession Judge Treat sent 
Sheridan to Chester, III., penitentiary 
for two. years. Shortly after his 
reiease on the expiration of his 
term Sheridan was beard of in Cuba, 
where he endeavored to do a bit of confidence 
work. He was arrested but escaped punish- 
ment and went to Portugal, where with Wm. 
Bartlett, alias Big Bill, alias Wm. Heary Hat- 
field, he tried 

TO TURN A TRICK IN OPORTO. 
The story of their failure is as follows: On 
October II, 1887, these two men, of prosperous 
and business-like appearance, and using the 
names of Lyman Austin and William Henry 
Hatfield, called at the branch Bank of Portu- 
gal at Oporto and asked the cashier to change 
a £50 English bank-uote, which they said they 
bad obtained at the Bank Credit Lyonnaise. 
When the cashier tendered Portuguese 
money, Austin said he preferred a note on 
the bank, and on recetving it handed it 
to Hatfield. With this note both men went 
to the London & Brazilian Bank and ex- 
changed itfor gold, which they again ex- 
changed for a note on the Bank of England 
and returned to the branch Bank of Portugal. 
These repeated transactions, all apparently 
bona fide, were for the purpose oil making 
their faces familiar to the clerks at the vari- 
ous establishments. At their last visit to the 
Bank of Portugal, however, instead of pre- 
senting good Bank of England notes, they 
handed in three certificates to the 
amount of £500. These they asked 
to have changed at the rate 
prewiously allowed. The cashier, Portuguese 
as he was, became suspicious, carefully ex- 
amined the notes and detected the imposture. 
Both men tried to rush outeof the building, 
but were intercepted and arrested. The Judge 
sentencedthem to eighteen months in the 
House of Correction and to pay a fineof 100 
refs ($9.25) per day each. The United States 
Consul did not believe their story, and wrote 
to the New York Inspector of Police, inclos- 
ing photographs of the men and minute de- 
acriptions. The photograph of ‘Lyman Aus- 
tin’ was instantly recognized as that of Wal- 
ter Sheridan. 
THE LAST ACT 

of this eventful life was in Montreal. Sheri- 
dan and James R. Barlow were arrested 
charged with sneaking a package of money 
from a bank. The charge was not proven, and 
the Judge being informed asto Sheridan’s 
history sent bim to jallforsix months for 
vagrancy. Sheridan, who was very weak from 
consumption, begged the Judge on his knees 
not to sentence him to confinement. The 
Judge would not listen to him and he went to 
jail. He wastoo weak todo any work and 
died in his cell. 

During his lite Sheridan found time to marry 
a good girl in Northern Ohio. She lives there 
now with their one child. He deserted her, 
but afterward returned several times to live 
with her.

REVIVAL OF CUP RAGES, 


AN APPEAL FROM KENTUCKY FOR LONG 
DISTANCE HANDICAPS. 


A New York Scheme to Have Trotting Races 
Decided in Dashes Instead of Heats— 
Weir Out of Condition When He Met) 
Murphy—A Brutal Prize Fight—3porting 
Matters of All Kinds. 


HE American Turf 
Congress having, in- 
creased the distance 
from six furlongs to 
one mile for horses 


races like we had some 
ten years ago, two 
miles and over; and 
the way to revive them 
is to make these races 
handicaps. It would 
be hard to get up races 
of this character 
weight for age, but i 
they are made handi- 
caps many horses 
would enter, the entry a mere nominal fee, 
with so much additional to start. Some con- 
tend that our horses ofthe present day can- 
not stay a distance of ground, which we think 
is erroneous, as there are far more stayers in 
training than we are credited with possessing, 
andthe way to discover tne fact is to give 
handicaps over the cup courses. 

The short dash races, from half a mile to 
six furlongs, for the last four or five years 
have increased so rapidly that three-fourths 
of the horses in training are not tried over a 
longer distance than a mile, and not one ina 
hundred as much astwo miles. This is why 
many say we have no stayers now. Itis by 
trying the distance, and only by trying, that 
it can be told whether a horse can stay or not. 
Some horses which can only go one pace, and 
are deficient in speed and unable to makea 
a fast finish, often prove to be good stayers. 
It is to be hoped that the change in the Amer- 
ican Turf Congrese rales and action of the East- 
ern clubs will develop some longer distance 
races, but at least it will cut off to a great ex- 
tent the five and six furlong dashes that are 
not real tests of speed, as so much depends on 
the start. The short dash races, with the 
great number of false starts, ruin the temper 
and disposition of half the horses that start iu 
them. They injure both horses and jockeys. 
It is in the power ofthe associations to bring 
about races over a longer distance of ground 
and revive our cup races by making them 
handicaps. 


Want Trotting Dashes. 


For the past week, says the New York 
Herald, the chief topic of conversation among 
the members of the Driving Club of New 
York has been the project to introduce the 


dash system at Fleetwood Park and to give a 
day’s racing once in each week througbout 
the season. Mr. Samuel McMillan, a breeder 
and one ofthe most enthusiastic admirers of 
the trotters in the country, said: 

‘‘lam heartily in favor of the new depart- 
ure. Something should be done to revive the 
interest in trotting in this city, which has re- 
ceived so great a setback in the past few 
years by reason of the increased 
number of ruuning tracks. The Driving 
Club can try the experiment without the risk 
of losing any money, forit will not be neces- 
sary to give any added money. Iam perfectly 
willing to enter my horse for purses made up 
of the entrance fees, and I am confident that 
nearly every member of the club who owns a 
horse will be equally willing to enter him in 
his prover class on the same terms. 

Mr. Wm. Campbell also favored the plan. 
It is certain,’’ he sald, that the public will 
not go to Fleetwood Park to see heat races. 
They are too slow when brought into compe- 
tition with the running races. I should favor 
the plan of —＋ each race in three heats, 
the winner of the frst to take first money and 
go to the stable, the winner «of the second to 
take second money and retire, and the winner 
of the third heatto take third money. This 
would do away with the practice of laying up 
heats.’’

THE MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


Regular Meetings of the Council and House 
of Delegates. 


The Council met lastnight and held a long 
and busy session, and when the members 
started home after midnight they left behind 
them the amended Lindell Railway ordinance 
ready for engrossment. 

The road get the right to use overhead elec- 
tric wires from Forest Park as far east as 
Twenty-second street and Washington ave- 
nue. The extension granted begins at Finney 


and Vandeventer avenues, and goes out Fin- 
ney and Delmar ayenues with a double track 
to Forest Park, and a double track from Tay- 
lor avenue out Page avenue to the city limits. 

East of Vandeventer avenue the route is 
Finney avenue to Grand, with double tracks 
on Grand to Lucas, with double tracgs on 
Lucas to Compton, and then with double 
tracks over Compton to Washington 
avenue, and down Washington avenue 
over the establishedroad. It alves up as soon 
as the new route can be laid, all the old tracks 
on Morgan street and Delmar avenue, on 
Compton avenue north of Lucas avenue, and 
on Fairfax avenue, between Vandeventer and 
Taylor avennes. In return forthe franchises 
it obtains the company is bound to build a 
$25,000 depotin Forest Park where the line 
ends near the resturant and ab ut 
600 feet inside the northern boun- 
dary of the park. It also 
promises to pay $25,000toward the extension 
and improvement to the lake as soon as the 
city passes the proper ordinances. 

he amendment suggested * the commit - 
tee which gave the Central & Western Railway 
aright tosharethe route from Taylor ave- 
nue to the park was by vote last night 
stricken out and the road given its own 
tracks. The company pays $1,000 a year to 
the city for its privileges and must provide 
electric lights along the line of the road to 
the satisfaction of the Board of Public Im- 
provements. :

BONE TO BRAVE FRENCH DISPLEASURE- 
€ 


The Violent Opposition to the Reception of 
Count Sesmaison as French Minister te 
Hayti— American War Ships as Objects 
of Suspicion—Reported Granting of a 
Valuable Concession. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 

NRW Tonk, Jan. 22.—The Timés of to-day 
has the following letter from Hayt!: 

CAE HaYTIEN, Hayti, Jan. 13.—80 violent 
and undisguised has been the opposition in 
Hayti to the reception of Count Sesmaisons as 
French Minister, that recent advices from 
France indicate the intention of the Govern- 
ment to send in his place another diplomat, 
which reported change has allayed the fears 
of another revolution. In Haytien opinion 
the presence of the vessels of the North At- 
lantic squadron has been largely instrumental 
in affecting this result, and they profess & 
belief that the appearance of moral support on 
the part of the United States, which 
their presence gave, would alone bave 
induced Hippolyte to brave French displeas- 
ure and flatly refuse to recognize Count Ses- 
maisons. To this supposition can be added 
the fact of the American Minister placing him- 
self incable communication with the State 
Department, and there exists no doubt that he 
received specific instructions how to actin 
the event of French persistence in sending 
Count Sesmaisons here against the popular 
will. This cloud having passed the American 
war ships nave assumed their former character 
as objects of suspicion, with designs on the 
sland, and are regarded with daily increasing 
distrust. The service just rendered, 
which must be acknowledged to have been 
in implied rather than express support, is 
already totally forgotten. The Haytiens 
have a great facility in ‘‘giving to airy 
nothings a local habitation and a name,’’ and 
their latest kink is that Admiral Gherardl is 
prolonging bis stay in the hope that a revolu- 
tion will happea, when he is expected to take 
possession of the country, mentioning by the 
way of explanation, that since Hayti cannot 
govern itself the United States will have to do 
it for ber. 7 

HAYTIENS GREATLY EXERCISED. 

Ridiculous as such an idea appears the Hay- 
tlens are nevertheless greatly exercised over 
it. Theirimagination finds another cause for 
uneasiness inthe belief that Hippolyte, dur- 
ing his struggle against Legitime, tentatively 
offered the protectorate of Hayti to the United 
States and he still cherishes a little weakness 
about American protection, consequently a 
feeling of mistrust among his supporters is 
becoming apparent, but the bugaboo of the 
United States gobbling the Island at the first

Plenty of Rumors. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Jan. 13.—The stories of 
designs of the United States have taken a new 
shape in Hayti, and now appears the tale that 
the Government of Hippolyte has leased to 


the Clyde Steamship Uo. of New York eighty 
acres of land at St. Nicholas ole 
for term of ninety years. In ro- 
turn for this the company, 830 the 
tale rune, isto lend Hayti $5,000,000 at 6 per 
cent. Itis even averred that the contract has 
actually been signed. It is actually believed 
here now that a contract has been signed be- 
tween the Haytien Government and Messrs. 
Wm. F. Clyde & Co. of New York, which will 
result in establishing a weekly line of steam- 
ers between that city and Haytien ports. The 
steamship companv, it is said, will receive 
various exclusive privileges from the Govern- 
ment and a grant of land in this city upon 
which it will erect repair shops. In return 
for these concessions it will agree, in the 
event of a revolution in theisland,to carry the 
Government troops free or at a nominal cost 
and will use every effort to serve the 
cause of the reigning powers. Asa factor for 
the promotion of American influence the es- 
tablishing of such a line would be all power- 
ful. It would gofar toward — phen Bag Hip- 
polyte the peaceful possessiom of his office 
and in the event of an armed uprising against 
him its services would make a rebel success 
impossible, both by reason of the facilities for 
rapid concentration of troops that it would 
place at the Goyernment’s disposal as well as 
the fact that it would cause the foreign mer- 
chants to be very cautious about lending 
money to the rebels, without which their 
cause could not live. 

American influence is now paramount here, 
and the timeisripe for the introduction of 
American capital, energy and brains. There 
is plenty of money to be made here, and the 
Government is most likely to look favorably 
upon Americans coming to invest money in 
Hayti, and would probably grant concessions 
to our citizens on very favorable terms, for it 
is well known that every dollar coming Into 
the country brings with it justso much ofthe 
all powerful interest of the United States, an 
interest which President Hippolyte will be 
very glad to think is behind him in case of 
trouble with his own people.
